contributed  to  her  educational 
experience  and  taught  her  and 
her  classmates  to  be  people- 
wise. 

Valedictorian  Leslie  Jones 
thanked  CHS  for  her  excellent 
education,  which  enabled  her 
to  be  able  to  pick  and  choose 
from  an  array  of  colleges.  The 
Advanced  Placement  courses 
she  studies  also  enabled  her  to 
gain  some  college  credit  ahead 
of  time.  What  she  learned 
about  people,  she  said  in 
agreement  with  Darilynn,  was 
learned  by  playing  by  the 
rules. 

Leslie  called  the  shots  as 
she  saw  them.  Take  home 
exams  were  a grave  mistake, 
she  cautioned.  The  indepen- 
dent student  who  worked  on 
his  or  her  own  may  not  fare  as 
well,  unjustly  so,  as  those  who 
huddled  heads  together  and 
came  away  with  the  better 
grade.  Leslie  also  admonish- 
ed the  lack  of  consistant 
standard  for  guidance  and  the 
existence  of  unenforcable 
rules,  such  as,  'No  smoking  in 
the  schools.'  The  answer,  she 
recommended,  was  to  give 
students  their  freedom  gradu- 
ally. 

Cohasset  High  School  is  at  a 
disadvantage,  she  said,  in  that 
one  building  is  used  to  serve 


as  the  educational  home  of 
people  ranging  in  age  from  12 
to  18  years.  The  three  "R's” 
are  great,  she  said,  but  there 
should  be  two  more  "R's”  — 
rights  and  responsibility,  at 
varying  levels  to  satisfy  the 
needs  of  the  disparity  in  ages 
of  CHS  youngsters. 

"Be  proud."  Leslie  con- 
cluded. "but  don't  be  con- 
tent.” 

Cohasset  High  School  Prin- 
cipal Richard  Streeter  award- 
ed the  National  Honor  Society 
students  with  plaques  for  their 
scholastic  achievements,  their 
character  and  contributions  to 
the  school.  Arthur  Glasfeld. 
National  Merit  Scholar,  and 
Leslie  Jones,  National  Merit 
Commended  Scholar,  received 
extra  bouquets  of  recognition 
and  admiration. 

Superintendent  John  Ma- 
loney thanked  the  1979  class 
for  all  their  contributions  and 
added  a work  of  advice  for 
their  personal  futures.  Take 
your  time  in  choosing  a mate.
